Speaker Wadsworth of the assembly 


openly defied the wishes of ex-Presi- 
dent Roosevelt as conveyed through 
Chairman Grlecom of the New York 
county Republican committee. 
After 


an hour's conference with Grlscom, 
who Informed the speaker of Roose- 
velt's desire that Governor Hughes bo 
supported, Wadsworth said: 


"Mr. Grlscom and others have asked 


me to change my views on the direct 
primary proposition. 
I have refused 


to do so, and I do not believe a direct 
primary bill framed like tlie so-called 
Cobb compromise bill can pass this 
house."
